Thrower of Thunder 



My name is Dr. Wilhelm Van Stradman 
and it may sound familiar to your ears. This 
year my psychological study of a young man 
was voted one of the best sellers. For the past 
ten years I have been professor of psychology 
at the State University.

I was in Holland and studied in Austria, Ger- 
many and France.

But there is another aspect of the dream 
world and that is the one connected with our 
story: It concerns the fact that some people 
live in their dream world — an alternate and 
possible life which is something entirely dif- 
ferent from what they are doing. But it repre- 
sents something they' wanted to do. The gro- 
cery clerk who wanted to be an actor may con- 
tinuously dream about acting on the stage, in 
TV, or on radio. He 1 is the star of the show. I 
myself have had sucli dreams. 

My father was a farmer in Holland. He had 
two sons and it looked as though both of us 
would be farmers when we grew up. We had 
a rich aunt who had decided to give one of us 
a university education. Was it to be myself or 
Hans? She made the choice. So Hans became 
the farmer and inherited my father's farm. I 
studied and became a famous psychologist. But 
often I see myself in the dream world as a 
farmer. What would have happened to me had 
I remained in Holland and lived on the farm. 



In fact, what would have happened to Hans, 
had he gone on to the field of higher edu- 
cation. 

Now let us turn to the story itself: There is 
nothing confidential and it has been agreed that 
the facts can be made public at this time. Helen 
Wilson, the pianist, came to visit me in my 
office one afternoon. We had met at a social 
gathering. 

"I am dreadfully worried about my brother," , 
she told me. "When I look at him I seem to 
see a blank expression. As though he is in -an- 
other world. Lately he seems to have but one 
ambition in life. And that is to sleep as much 
as possible. Sometimes he says something about 
a dream birl called Extora. Can you help me?" 

"I can't answer that either affirmatively or 
negatively,'' I pointed out. "If your brother is 
willing to come to my office I will see what 
can be done. Thursday at two is open. My sec- 
retary will confirm it if your brother is able 
to be here at that time."
